This sculpture, carved fran mainland marble, is said to have beoi found in 
the neighborhood of Alexandria. If produced in Alexandria it is one of the 
finest sculptures ever produced there. It is, however, a difficult piece to 
identify and to date. Certain features of the head suggest the influences of 
Phidias, the treatment of the dress has mudi of the fifth century in it, while 
other elements are certainly early Hellenistio. The most plausible date is 
about 300 to 250 B.C. in view of these eclectic dements. 

There seams to be no close parallel to the composition or style. Some 
fragments found with this sculpture may or may not belong with it. They consist 
of a hand which is perhaps the missing right hand, part of the forearm, and a 
small fragment possibly from one side of the base with a small serpent in raised 
relief. This detail would suggest that toe goddess Hygeia is represented or 
that the statue had some connection with her, but no representations cf this 
goddess now known are at all comparable in composition. Until extensive researto 
is completed the idaitity remains tmcertain.
